Bennett, Max D., The Allocation of Health Resources in New Mexico 


Many persons Gisplay an interest in preventive health measures which might lengthen life expectancy 
and in new treatments for victims of major diseases such as heart disease, cancer or stroke. Some 
attention is focused on other problems which result in high rates of death in New Mexico, such as 
deficient maternal and infant care and motor vehicle accidents. Dr. Bennett presents a study of the 
causes of death by age groups, and health care priorities from an economic point of view.

Davis, Clark A., and Lundahl, Craig R., Migration for New Mexico and New Mexico State Economic 
Areas 


This article presents an analysis of New Mexico migration by examining the origins and destinations 
of New Mexican migrants between 1955-1960 and 1965-1970 by state economic regions and states, the 
origins and destinations of internal migrants between 1955-1960 and 1965-1970 by New Mexico state 
economic areas, the number of in-migrants compared to out-migrants by age for 1965-1970 in New 
Mexico state economic areas, and the net migration for the population of New Mexico by age for 
1965-1970. Examination of migration data by age shows a tendency for the largest percentage of 
in-migrants to be in the age categories 15-19, 20-24 and 25-29 for all state economic areas.

Governor’s Council of Economic Advisors, The Research and Development Industry and New Mexico 


A favorable opportunity exists for New Mexico to improve its economy and employment base by 
attracting more privately owned research and development companies to the state. New Mexico offers 
many advantages for this purpose and possesses an impressive base as a result of its high national 
ranking in federal R & D activities. The state stands to benefit substantially from obtaining a larger 
share of the growing research and development industry in the private sector.

Bell, Peter, An Estimate of the Impact of New Mexico’s Environmental Protection Regulations on the 
Cost of Refining Crude Oil 
In this study, a financial/economic model of the energy firm was derived and used to evaluate the 
costs imposed on a typical New Mexico oil refinery as a result of State pollution control regulations. 
Included in the model are the major environmental control regulations which impact on New Mexico’s 
oil refineries and the equipment commonly utilized in meeting these regulations.

Kimzey, Bruce W., The Property Tax in New Mexico: Is it Worth the Trouble? 


This study analyzes the state property tax including its productivity, equity, and administration. The 
author reviews alternative reform proposals in the tax structure and submits a case for the elimination 
of the tax because of its unproductivity, inefficiency and inequitability.

Zickefoose, Paul W., New Mexico Migration, 1960-1970: The Causes and How Migrants Fared (Part 1!) 
What are the specific factors that cause people to pick up and leave one place for another, to move

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into or out of New Mexico or from one community in the state to another? How do these migrants fare 
economically compared with those who do not move? This study compares gains or losses of various 
migrant subgroups and of non-migrants as measured by mean wages over the periods 1960-65 and 
1965-70. Data are provided to indicate the different economic conditions under which migrant sub- 
groups and the non-migrant control group have done well or poorly. Included are county summary data 
and the percentage distribution of migrants and non-migrants by industry and district.

Zickefoose, Paul W., New Mexico Migration, 1960-1970: How Migrants and Non-Migrants Fared (Part 
/1) 
In this, the second of two articles, Dr. Zickefoose analyzes the movement of employed persons from 
one place to another (by county and district) in the second half of the 1960s, and how those who 


moved fared financially compared with those who did not. The first article, dealing with 1960-65, 
appeared in the May issue of New Mexico Business. 


July 
Rucker, Robert L., The Nation’s Demand for Energy and the New Mexico Legislature 


This article is taken from a lengthy report prepared for the Governor’s Council of Economic Advisors, 
concerning significant energy-related legislative acts of 1977. Dr. Rucker analyzes the sixteen most 
important acts, including: the Energy and Minerals Department Act; the Coal, Uranium Tax Increase; 
the Community Assistance Authority Act; and the Natural Gas Pricing Act.

Baca, Alvin, Federal Funds and the State Government ...A Look at the Past Decade... 


This report focuses on the Federal role in the day-to-day operations of New Mexico State Govern- 
ment. Included are net expenditures for general operations and the percent of Federal funds for State 
Government operations from 1968-69 through 1977-78. For the same years, the total cost of general 
operations is contrasted with Federal funds relating to general operations. New Mexico’s Federal funds 
are broken down according to agency for the years 1968-69 and 1977-78. 


September 


Governor’s Council of Economic Advisors, Water: Key to New Mexico’s Future (Part 1!) 


The prospects in the next three or four decades, if existing policies are continued, are for a significant 
shift in commitment of New Mexico’s water from overwhelmingly agricultural and rural-oriented ratio 
toward a much greater urban-industrial ratio. This transition in water use would be accompanied by 
considerably increased industrial development in some areas, growth in New Mexico’s population to 
perhaps two or three times its present size, and a noticeable dwindling in irrigated farm lands. This 


study describes existing conditions, and projected water depletions relative to population growth in 
New Mexico. 


October 


Governor’s Council of Economic Advisors, Water: Key to New Mexico’s Future (Part !1) 


Alternatives should be examined, with a goal of managing New Mexico’s water in ways that will 
permit the state to make the best of comparatively short-term opportunities while protecting her 
permanent assets and keeping options open for active promotion of long-range economic solutions. This 
report studies what is to be expected in the future, and submits recommendations for future water use. 
One key recommendation is that the reduction of irrigated agriculture be held to a minimum. 
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November 


Lundahl, Craig R., and Davis, Clark A., Fertility Trends in New Mexico: Down Significantly in 
1960-1970 
This article presents an analysis of fertility in New Mexico by examining the birth rate, age-specific 
birth rates, and the total fertility rate for 1960 and 1970. The article also shows comparisons between 


fertility patterns of New Mexico and those of the United States for the same periods. Significant 
declines in fertility rates are detailed. 


November 


Baca, Alvin, Unemployment and Lack of Capital in New Mexico 


Part of the reason New Mexico has a relatively high level of unemployment is the limited capital 
available for ventures that have the capability to generate employment. Financing tools are needed. 
Given New Mexico’s comparatively high unemployment, low capital supply and low per capita income, 


the responsibility to develop and adapt financing tools (used in neighboring states) falls upon both the 
private and public sectors. 


December 
Pickel, Jack Dean, Downtown Albuquerque Today 


Downtown Albuquerque and its neighboring areas are quite healthy, and not “‘near death”’ or “‘de- 
clining” as some believe. Pickel outlines current and future developments in the area, concentrating on 
the work of the Albuquerque Center Incorporated, and the Central Corridor Task Force. Mention is 


given to the Kimo Theater, the Public Service Company addition, First Plaza and future improvements 
along Central and Fourth Streets. 


December 


Elliott, Patricia C., The Progress of Women in Business 


This article reviews statistics on women in the labor force, and examines cultural bias, management 
bias, and covert discrimination against women in management. Though Dr. Elliott views current condi- 
tions as unsatisfactory, she presents reasons for optimism. These are the young age of the Civil Rights 


Act of 1964 and the women’s movement, changing attitudes within society, and a rise in the number of 
women employed in skilled professions.
